Mr. Britton Cooke, one of the best

Mant article which he calls “The Or- 
zation. of. _ Canada’s Resources.” 
Cooke believes that Canada’s 
econoinic development will be ser- 
fously impaired in the years follow- 
ing the war thless immediate steps 
are taken to mobilize the productive 
forces of the country with a view to 
making Canada more self-contained. 
‘After dwelling on the penalty of 
inefficiency, Mr. Cooke puts Canada’s 
position, as he sees it, in. the ‘follow- 
Ing paragraph: . 
| Economic Autoriomy Necessary 
Canada’s political autonomy has 


been hotly de@nded at all times. The: 


economic autonomy of the country 
has: been ‘little considered. The de- 
feat of Reciprocity in 1911. was. re- 
garded as a sort of economic Declara- 
tion of Independence against the Unit- 
ed- States.. It came late, and how 
real that independence really was.and 
is may be estimated by a careful per- 
usal of the lists of Canadian exports 
of Canadian produce to the United 
States, and the imports into Canada 
of United States goods for Canadian 
consumption. How the trade organ- 
isations of our neighboring republic 
affect Canada may be observed in the 
operations of the United States Fruit 
Trust in the Canadian West where, 
although British Columbia fruit is 
just as good, if not better, and al- 
though the Oregon and Washington 
products has to pay duty to enter 
Canada, yet one finds that fruit ex- 
cluding the Canadian fruit in the 
sbops of Calgary and Edmonton. How 
the old-established trade connections 
of the United States suck Canadian 
raw materials into United States mills, 
there to be prepared for export by 
people of that country imstead of by 
Canadians, ‘thénce to W carried by 
‘United States railways to United 
States ports instead @ by Canadian 
roads to Canadian ports—may be stu- 
‘died in the operaygns of the Chicago 
packing houses: Who draw Canadian 
live stock in the Chicago “transform. 
ing market,” kill the animals, dress 


Ejand pack the meat, prepare the by- 


products, ship the main quantities 
through the forty-million consuming 
market of the Eastern United States, 
allowing the surplus to spill into the 
export channels at New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and meantime ac- 
tually: sell- baek to Canada the fertil- 
izers, lard, soap, leather and even 
beef and beef extracts made from 
cattle! Older establish- 
ment, greater specialization in the 
various departments ef production, 
and more efficient marketing and dis- 
tributing organization—these ‘ three 
factors menac? the economic integrity 
of Canada. 

Work Up Raw Materials at Home 

People of the United States—for 
whom in this regard one can feel 
nothing but respect—are slowly forc- 
ing Canada to engage in the less pro- 
fitable departments of 


timber, pulp, fish—unfinished inater- 
ials for United States workmen to 
finish and transform, directly or in- 
directly, into export commodities. 
Fifty cents worth of a Canadian raw 
material may become, 
of foreign workmen, ten dollars’ 
worth of goods when finished “and, 
possibly, sold back to Canadians. To 
Canada comes the fifty cents as Can- 
ada’s fee for the material. To the 
foreigner goes the $9.50 for finishing, 
for the office expenses of the makers 
and marketers, for advertising, for 
wages to-salesmen! The efficiency of 
the United States business organiza- 
tions—made robust by a high .pro- 
tective tariff and still well-protected 
-—is,making a permanent impression 
upon the 
character of Canada. Already there 
are parts of Canada where it does 
not pay to grow cauliflower bécause 
of the cauliflower specialization. cen- 
tred in Maryland. When peace in 
Hurope is restored and the shattered 
nations are to be rebuilt, it will be 
the efficient nation that fills its order- 
book with orders and its cash register 
with money. The less efficient nation, 
floundering alongside, will have the 
privilege of carrying the hod, shovel- 
ling the coal, teaming a few loads of 
wheat, sweeping: up the floor and fat- 
tening itself on suoh crumbs of trade 
and profit as may fall from the rich 


| man’s table. 


The remedy lies in the careful or- 
ganization of Canada’s resources and 
productive forces, coupled with de- 
fensive measures in the way ef trade 
policies, such as our great neighbor 
to the south has adopted with remark- 
able success during the past hundred 
years. Canadians cannot afford to 
continue indefinitely as suppliers of 
taw material to the nations who have 
fleveloped their industrial forees te a 
high degree of efficiency with the aid 
of a beneficient trade policy. -There 
js a lesson for Canada in the develop 

t of the United States.

Pablo had for years tried to get the 
American government to give him 
enough land on which to keep the herd 
and at last they announced that the 
HWiathead reserve was to be. thrown 
open, which meant that Pablo would 
be forced out and compelled either to 
find a new ‘range or a purchaser for 
the herd. 

Howard Eaton, the well known 
guide and friend of Theo, Roosevelt, 
heard of the matter, and secured an 
option from Pablo for $300 per: head. 
He then went to Washington and 
tried to get the U.S. government to 
buy the herd. Roosevelt and the Bison 
Society urged the purchase but. con- 
gress refused to pass an appropriation 
and Pablo had to look somewhere 
else. Through Alex otte, immigra- 
tion agent at Missoula, the matter 
was brought to the attention of. the 
Canadian government which realized 
the opportunity offered. Beforé the 
United States authorities realized 
what was happening the bargain was 
completed. It was supposed that 
there would: be about 300 buffalo, but 
the total finally captured amouhted 
to 708. The price paid was $250 per 
head, f.o-b., at Edmonton, , 

The task of rpunding them up prov- 
ed much more difficult than was an- 
ticipated. It called for perserverance, 
endurance and horsemanship of the 
highest order. The buffalo were. ex- 
tremely wild -and swift of foot and 
could outrun the fastest horses. 

The first year, 1907, 400 buffalo 
were secured—-200 males were. -ship- 
ped in the spring and 211. cows: and 
calves followed in the autumn. As it 
had. not been possible to get Buffalo 
Park fenced and ready in time for 
these arrivals, they were placed in 
Elk Island Park—a fenced enclosure, 
16 square miles in area, established 
several years before for the protection 
of elk and moose. — vies 

There are still know nto be a large 
number of buffalo left on the range 
and although Pablo now had many 
other offers he agreed to let the Can- 
adian government have the remainder 
at the same price. In the autumn of 
1908, therefore, another round-up was 
made, and eight miles of wing fence 
and a large corral were built. After 
six weeks. hara riding the animals 
were all rounded up=and the tired 
cowboys went home to sleep. That 
night, led by an old clever bull, the 
entire herd escaped by climbing an 
almost perpendicular cliff and broke 
away to the mountains. 

The next year Pablo decided to put 
them in huge wooden cages out in the 
range and to haul these cages the 
thirty miles to the station. There they 
were unloaded into a small corral to 
await shipment. The, last and final 
struggle then occurred—that of get- 
ting them on Loard the train. The 
great brutes resisted to the last.” It 
took nine days to load 200, and eight 
of them killed themselves in their 
struggles. The majority had to be 
drawn on the cars by means, of a 
block and tackle. 

During 1909 the: buffala from Elk 
Island Park weére also transferred to 
Buffalo Park at Wainwright, with the 
exception of about 60 which were left 
at Lamont for exhibition purposes. 
Last year the buffalo at Banff, with 
the exception of 17 males, were also 
transferred. There are now 13 ‘at 
Banff, 108 at Elk Island, and: approxi- 
mately 2,000 at Buffalo Park.
